Grape Culture. 
We have never yet heard of rot ap­ 
pearing in grapes of the first or second 
year’s bearing. We believe that it is 
because, up to this time, there has been 
but little pruning done. 
Yoii disturb 
the functions of the vine by close prun­ 
ing and over-cropping. 
It gives the 
vine too mnoh root. 
If yoii have a large root power, a 
great quantity of cm ie, -unripened sap 
is taken up. It is the raw material to 
make sap of. It goes to the foliage and 
is there elaborated and changed into 
trno sap, so as to be made into frnil-, 
wood and root in the proper healthy. 
Snppose you have a vine, and confine 
it to a Blake, say six feet high, year 
after year, or to a trellis which is sis 
feet high, with laternal arms six feet 
long, and you have root power_ suffi­ 
cient to carry it forty feet in eve^ di­ 
rection, it is clear that if you do not 
give it extension you cannot have the 
foliage to elaborate that crude sap into 
the trne sap. What happens? Why, 
this crude, u'-ripened sap surcharges 
the grape. Whón this crude sap has 
once got to the grape, the circulation of 
the sap in the vine, and all its.-natural 
processes, are impeded for want of foU- 
age, and the berry is engorged with un­ 
ripe sap from the surface of the grtqje, 
it is snroharged with nnripo juice, 
which, when the finer functions of the 
grapes come into play charges the tis­ 
sue, rots it, and the grape jierishes and 
foils.—iexas Farmer.

Jivaolved, TJmt it is recommended to tho 
honso of representatives of Loniaiana to lako 
imroodiato stepa to roraody such injnetieo, nnd 
place the persona riglitfully entitled in thoir 
seats. 
Ixi'solml., Tliat 
P. Kellog’g be rocog- 
nizod aa tho governor of tho state of Lonis- 
iana nntil the end of tü© turm of office fixed 
by the couatitutiou of that state. 
THE MAJORITY' REVORT. 
The nndersignod, a majority of tho commit­ 
tee on Iho etato of tlie south, respectfully re­ 
port that they cannot ascroo to tho report mado 
to tbo committee by Mobhis. Hoar, Wheeler 
and Frx'o. Tho laws inimical to tlio colored 
People of Louisiana referred to in this report 
liavo been repealed for years, c.xcept during 
Iho «chism of Gov. Warmoth in 1872. Txio re­ 
publican party has long l»ad control of tho 
TOftcUinei’y of the stato. Tho state resietra- 
tion shows an excess of tho colored over tho 
whito voters, giving 00,781 colored to 7G.823 
whites. Tn tho absonco of any direct ovidonco 
that tho lato election was not free and fair, 
tho assumption of the minority that enough 
colored voters must, therefore, have been pre­ 
vented from voting at the late election by tbo 
recollection of tho Colfax and Coushatta Icill- 
ingH. tho cansQH and circnmstanceB of winch 
aro dispntcd, and by other liots which occur­ 
red years hoforo, to have changed the result 
of tile election throughout the state, is an as- 
enmption so violent, when it ia rocollpctnl 
that both those parishes elected a full Kellogg 
ticliot by increased ropnblicau niajoritios, aa 
not to ho received. If any othor cans© for 
tho vote of the stato can ho found, such 
causes exist and aro obvious; among these 
are— 
1. The registration wa.s incorrect and ex­ 
ceeded the true colored veto. Tho registra­ 
tion was wholly in the handa of tho KoUogg 
officials, with whom a ropuhlicau committee, 
witii United States IKarahal Packard at their 
head, co-operated. lu only throe parishes did 
the republican suporvieo'rs of registration 
make any complaint of unfair or ineuffioiont 
registration. On the other hand, vci-y great 
complaint waa made by thocoiiservativoa, who 
specified with proof 5,200 cases of conceded 
false registration in Now Orleans alone, and 
those conHorvativos who had boon co-oper- 
tiug in thn joint party committee to secure a 
fair regisiratiou, gave up iñ despair. _ Tho 
censúa of 1870, tho correctness of which ia not 
iinpeachod, ehow'ed .S7.07G whites .^nd 8G,913j 
colored males over twenty-one years of age. 
Jill tho stutistics ar.td ovidoncs-bcforo t:m tndr 
cated no chango in this proportion in favor o 
tho colored vo^crH. yet tho registration of«ol- 
ored voters exceeded byJ.OOOtho total iium- 
bor of colored adult inkles retuniocl by tho 
census, whilo the registration of whito voters 
was 10.000 lesa. 
2. Tiie whole number of voters registered 
WAS 167,004; of tho*oM6,520 voted. Tbia is 
a larner proportion of regislcrod voters then 
UHuallv vote in any of tho uorthern states. In 
an agricultural state, sparsely aetHed, where 
long journeys had often to bo made to roach 
tho polls, it ia unreasonable to enpposo that a 
greater proportion of registered blacks would 
have voluntarily tuniod out to sustain the 
govoniinent, under which tho proepority of the 
stato and thoir wages and tho vsilue of their 
shares of prodirction had steadily doclinod, 
than usually vote at doctions nortJi or soutln 
3. 1874 was a year of political chango, in 
wliicli tho voto throughout all states was sori- 
ously affected against the ropnbllcan party, a 
resulting largely from tho financial distress 
of tho people, and which should thoroforo 
naturally havo boon even greater in Louisiana 
tlian elserv'bere. 
4. It becsmo tlio interest of llio conaoiwa- 
tives at tho last election not to intimidate, but 
to acquire by overy fair moans colored votes. 
Tho parties who •wore alleged to havo ihront- 
ened tbo blacks with tho refusal of omploy. 
luent were subjected to prompt arrest. 
It 
was known that pretexts would bo sought to 
deprive the coneorvatives of the result if they 
prevailed in the election. It was therefore 
thoir fhtoreat to avoid giving any such protest. 
Accordingly, they dcterminod overywhoro to 
co-operate xvitli and reconcile the blacks. 
Thev voted down the propositions or sugges­ 
tions wbicli were made in the early part of tbo 
campaign, for a refua 1 to omploy those col­ 
ored voters wlio would not co-oporato with 
them, and geuerally sought by combining with 
tho colored voters, to carry tho ©lection. Lo­ 
cal combiuatioua against tho KoUogg candi­ 
dates were made in many parishes by men of 
all parties and color- In several parishes, 
tickets composed of colored and conservative 
votoiH wero voted for and elected. Au intel­ 
ligent colored witnoss testified that ho desired 
bettor government, and. to that end, was will­ 
ing to swallow the whito man, if whito men 
would swaUow the colored. Those causes and 
feelings naturally united to swell tho coneor- 
vativo vote in such locaUties, as indicated by 
the returns. 
5. The outire want of any direct evidence to 
show any general intimidation of colored 
voters. Of course, in so largo a state it would 
bo impossible that there should bo no instances 
of refusal to employ or of intímídntíon. Sujh 
occur in every sta'co. But tho evidence cer­ 
tainly indicates no general intimidation of col­ 
ored voters, and that such intimidation as did 
o.xist in tiro stato, was ratlieriutho interest 
of the republicans than of the conservatives. 
Tho United States marshals, whoso chiof was 
tho cUarrmaii of tho republican state commic- 
tee, armed in some caaon ith blank warrants 
of arrest, and aided b; ‘V 'oral troops, made 
constant arrests before í. - election, but not 
afterwards. Tho oversight of tho election and 
roUims was in tho hands of Gov. Kellogg’s 
officials. Their account and returns did show 
twenty-nine m ajorty of members of tho lower 
house elected by tho conservatives without 
any protest whatever, except in throe parishes, 
although it was their province and duty to 
protest in any caso where violence nnd intimi­ 
dation or fraud existed. Indeed, the direct 
ovidonco as to tho olectiou of 1874, as well as 
the cireumatances, clearly indicate a peaceable 
and fair election. In fact, after the visit of 
tho first committee, and rovisit of tho special 
coromitteo, the Kellogg party with all their 
machinery forcolhcting evirfcncs, wero unable 
to produce in tho entire stato more than half 
a dozen persons to testify to anything im­ 
peaching the freedom and fain.ess of the laie 
eleclionsy who were not offico-holdora or con­ 
nected with office-holders. Against such facte 
it seems te ns idle to assume that the dmturb- 
anoes so vividly pictured by tho minority, 
could havo kopt up throughout the state such 
a feeling of intimidation aa would justify the 
assumption, that bat fo r»hat fooling, the state 
would havo gone reoublican. AU exporienco 
shows that the result of tho election of 1874 m 
Louisiana, as returned to tho relurning board, 
was natural and to be only accounted for by 
tho reasons we have gi-ven.^ 
We hold, therefore, that m November, 1874, 
the people of the state of Louisiana did fakly 
have a free, peaceable and full legistration 
and election, in which a clear conservativo 
majority was elected to tho lower bouse ol the 
legiHlaturo, of which majority tho 'conserv»- 
tivea were deprived by tho unjust, illegal nnd 
arbitrary action of tbo rotnniing board. 
To the resolntions reported to the bonse 
from tho committee, as to the action of the 
returning board, we are aU agreed. We nn- 
derstand the committee to be unanimous in 
finding the fact that the action of the return­ 
ing board has defeated the will of the people 


fis oxpTCBSod by them at the polls on tho Sd of 
November, 1874. The people then elected to 
tho lowor house of their legislature a majority 
of conservativo mombers. A portion of the 
conservative members thus elected were re­ 
fused their certificates. 
This is an aot of 
great injustice to tho iudividu&ls, and of grav­ 
est danger to the state and free government,' 
and ought to be immediately ooireoled by any 
power competent to correct it. 
Tho resolution recommonding tho rocog- 
nition of Gov. Kellogg is based upon the gen­ 
eral impVossion and not upon evidence. On 
this point no testimony was taken, either by 
the committee or any part of it. Kellogg may 
or may not have been elected in 1872, but 
thero is no evidence to show the fact, or if 
there bo, it lias boon neither sought nor found 
by this committee. 
Messrs. Foster and Phelps think ihat the 
popular boliof, taking both conservative and 
radical circles in view, on the wholo, justify 
Kellogg’s and Penn’s claims, and that, as Kel­ 
logg is and has been acting governor of Lou- 
for the past iwo^^Tu, toidony^hla right 


of lime, might involve mcalculablo mischief 
to tho legal and political interests of the sts to. 
To avoid tho miecLiof and confusion of a 
change, a majority of tho citizens of Louis­ 
iana aoom willing to adopt as a compromiso, 
Kellogg’s recognition and restoration to the 
conservativos of tJio control of tbo lowor 
liouHG. For these reasons Messrs. Foster and 
PlH’lps do not wish to oppose tbo recommou- 
dation that the administration of Gov. Kellogg 
bo recognized. Neither in view of tho fact 
that they know nothing of tlio merits of tho 
case, ns judged by competent evidence, do 
tliey mVh to ho undorstocd as nrgingit. Thoy 
only wish to record thoir agreement with those 
of tlicir associates, ^yho ’uolievo such com­ 
promise might, by making a termination of 
tho uncertainty iii LoniHiana, bo on tho wholo, 
less intolerable than the present situation of 
that distresHod people. But to any resolution 
reoognizing Kellogg, Messrs. Potter and Mar­ 
shall arc utterly opposed. Thoy find nothing 
to jiiHtify tho belief that Kellogg was elected. 
Tlifct ho seized tho government, by tho aid of 
federal troops, through' a void and fraudulent 
order, which prevented the counting and re­ 
turn of tho votes, should be a standing pre- 
aumptiou against him. When the people out- , 
raged by tho abuses of his government, had 
.snccossfullyregaiuod tho office ho had usurped, , 
ho was again reseated by tho federal power. 
Through the forma of law, by which lie had 
intrenched himpolf, lie once more sought to 
nullify tho choice of tho people at tho lato 
elociión, and to that end, called in foderal 
troops to break up tho mooting of the legisla* 
turo. For congress to recognize a usnrpalion 
so gross, so oppreesivo. is, they think, to es­ 
tablish a precedent by which,-under protoxts 
that can readily be found, any stato govern­ 
ment mav bo overthrown, the will of tlio peo­ 
ple nullified, fraud and violence made permo- 
nont. and republican forms perverted to destroy 
liberty. 
In thoir judgment, all that is needed in Lou­ 
isiana, is to withdraw the federal troops and 
leavo tlio people of that state to govern them- 
solvce.

■ Prices of Farax Crops. 


F rom tlie last moutlily report of tho 
lopartmonfc of iigriciiltnre we. copy the 
folJon’ing in regartl to tho prices of the 
two leading farm crops for tho past six 
years: 
The price of com in this country is 
governed hy tho quantity grown, the 
abundance or scarcity of other feeding 
material having a slight modifying in- 
ftucnce. The foreign demand, averag­ 
ing between one and two per cent., and 
reaching in recent years three percent., 
is too small to bo a disturbing element 
in the market. The commercial a^sei 
tiou, that the foreign value of an ex­ 
ported article fixes its home price, while 
partienlarly trne of wheat, fails almost 
utterly in its application to corn. 
So 
we usually see the lowest prices of 
corn when we have tholargcst products; 
but an average crop of wheat, 'with 
larger foreign crops, may bring lower 
prices than a more prolific ono with 
deficient hatvest abroad. A reference 
to the records of estimated production 
and current píricos in past years illus­ 
trates this truth, and at the same time 
attests the accuracy of the records. 
The quantity produced and average 
prices of recent years are as follows : 
In 1868, 906,000,000 bushels, valued 
at 62 cents per bushel. 
In 1869, 874,000,000 bushels, valued 
at 75 cents cer bnshel. 
In 1870,1,094,000,000 bushels, valued 
at 54 cents per bnshel. 
In 1871, 991,000,000 bushels, valued 
at 43 cents per bnshel. 
In 1872,1,092,000,000 bushels,valued 
at 30 cents per bushel. 
In 1873, 932,000,000 bushels, valned 
at 48 cento per bushel. 
In 1874, 854,000,000 bushels, valued 
at 65 Cents per bushel. 
The prices in 1873 would have been 
at least 10 per ooht. higher than in 1871, 
but for the effect of the monetary panic 
on prices generally. 
The prioo at the 
o’ose of 1872 was 15 cants lowerthanin 
1870, partly from gradual declino in 
prices, and in part because the surpJue 
of corn was much smaller in the latter 
vear, the eombinfd product of 1869-70 
being 1,968,000,000 bushels; of 1871-72, 
2 083,000.000 bushels; a difÍBrenoe of 
115,000,000 bnshcls. 
At the present 
time, a season of oantiDued monetary 
depression, the avornge price is 65 cents, 
10 cents It S3 than in 1869, when the 
crop was 20,000,000 bushels greater. 
In 1871, a medium crop, with a large 
surplus of the immense product of 1870, 
and a tendency to lowor values gener­ 
ally, caused a rodnotion of five cents 
per busliol. 
The crops of 1869 and 1874 are the 
shortest for many years, and tho prices 
naturally the highest.

■We iq h t a n d H e ig h t o f A m e b io a n s.— 
A.ooordiug to a recent work of Mr. B. 
A. Gonld, actuary to the United States 
saoitaiy commission, in which some 
very interesting figures relative to sol­ 
diers in the last war are given, it ap­ 
pears that the American nation, instead 
of being degenerate and inferior to the 
European race >n point of physical per­ 
fection, is far áio reverse. 
Tho figures 
adduced show that “ the tallest men 
were from Michigan, Illinois, and Wis­ 
consin ; the next tallest. New England, 
New York, New Jersey; and the short­ 
est from Scotland, England, Geiinany.” 
In weight, tlie men of Kentucky and 
Tennessee woro the heaviest, averaging 
150 pounds; England, Scotland, Prance, 
Belgium; all between 138 and 139 
pounds.’ The ratio of weight to stature 
gave in pounds to the inch : Ohio aud 
Western states, 2.185: New England, 
2.121; England and Scotland, 2.118; 
. Germany, 2,168. 


Do Not Eat Ba-w Eggs. 
Ono of the most common prejudices 
of housewives and mothers is that hard 
eggs are difficult to digest, especially 
the white, and that tho less they are 
boiled the better they are for weak and 
dyspeptic stomachs. 
The reverse is 
the case, as thero is more dimger of raw 
and soft white of an 
egg 
passing 
through the digestive apparatus with­ 
out being really digested, than when 
thoroughly boiled and hard; in fact, 
then it constitutes a most excellent food 
for dyspeptics, as experience is prov­ 
ing. A writer in a medical journal 
says; “ Wehave seen dyspeptics who ^ 
suffered untold torments with almost 
every kind of food. 
No liquid could 
be taken without suffering; bread be­ 
came a burning acid; meat and milk 
were solid and liquid fires. 
We have 
seen tho same snfl’erers trying to avoid 
food and drink, and even going to tho 
enema syringe for sustenance. 
And we 
ha\e seen their torments pass away and 
thoir hunger relieved by living upon 
white of eggs which had been boiled in • 
bubbling water for thirty minutes. At 
the end of a week, we have given the 
hard yolk of the egg with the white, 
and upon this fiiet alone, without fluid 
of any kind, we have seen them begin 
to gain flesh and strength and lefresh- 
ing sleep. After weeks of this treat­ 
ment they have been able to begin 
upon other food.” And all this, the 
writer adds, without taking medicine. 
He says, what we have always mani­ 
fested, that hard-boiled eggs are not 
hjalf so bad as soft-boiled ones, and ten 
times as easy to digest as row eggs; 
and we have no doubt that an animal 
may be starved to death by eating only 
raw whites of eggs, for the same rea­ 
son that dogs have been starved by 
eating gelatin alone. 
Only toothless 
babies can digest soft fohd, such as 
milk. 


A Bare Voluma for Sale at Auction. 
The London Athenieam announces 
the sale at anotion, some time during 
next month, of the famous Antiphona- 
rium, preseuted in 1488 to the cathe­ 
dral church of Lodi, by S. Charles 
Marquis Baliavioini, bishop of the dio­ 
cese, whose gift is commemorated by 
an inscription engraved on marble 
within the cathedral. This splendid 
manuscript is written in largo charac­ 
ters in sheets of veUnm, measnring 22 
inches by 16, nnd is bound in six hnge 
volumes, the binding being heavy oak 
boards, covered in morocco, protected 
by brass rims, comers and bosses, ■with 
the arms of the bishop traced theredfi. 
The mannsoript is gorgeonsly decorated 
with numerous magnificent illumina­ 
tions in gold and colors. Theminia- 
tnros are, it is alleged, oy Oalisto Pi­ 
azza, nsnally called CaUstc of Lodi, the 
pupU and imitator of Titian, who as­ 
sisted in his paintings for the church of

I>r. T. S. Lambert, in his hook on 
“ Longevity,” says : “ Every one has 
noticed that nearly all tho member.s of 
some families die aged, whilo others are 
gone heforo wliat would bo called tho 
middle age of tho former. 
It is a oom- 
mou mid correct remark that ‘ some are 
as old at forty as others are at sixty ;’ 
the latter will, in fact, be more likely 
to live twenty year.s than flio former. 
Tho years a person has lived is by no 
means the most important element for 
judging how many he may probably 
live, nor is present health of much 
nioro consequeuco, since it is often the 
case that families are very vigorous and 
healthy while they live, yet are not 
long-lived. 
They inherit ho.allhy hnt 
short lives. 
Notice tho Laplanders. 
Observe the citizens of Zurich, Switz­ 
erland, very healthy, but seldom reach­ 
ing the age of sixty ; while members of 
one Italian family living iu their midst 
since the sixteenth century reach the 
ago of eighty or ninety. 
The Welsh 
are the longest-lived peopio in Eorope. 
Tho Scatoh are longer-lived thau tho 
English, and tho Irish shorter-lived, 
yet they are all healthy as a people. 
On the other hand, some who do uot 
have robust liealth are noted to live 
long. 
It is said that they attain old 
ago because they take such exooUent 
care of themselves. Yet, though it is 
not denied that tho care is useful, it 
will be uunsually found that they had 
at least one probably long-lived parent, 
and thus inheritixl longevity from one 
side if not from both ; for; though 
it is often tho case that those die young 
who have long-lived ancestry, it is very 
seldom that any person lives to he 
more than a year or two older than any 
of liisancestors—parents, grandparents, 
etc.

Old Plows. 
A plow used by tlir, Etnpovor Joseph 
II. of Austria, in 1769, was placed bu- 
side a modern plow in a poition of tho 
Austriau department of tho 'N’iomia ex­ 
position ot tlio old plow.R of variouB 
naliouB. 
No 'oelter prooi could be 
given of the groat advniico iu the im­ 
provement of plowR wl'icli has marked 
tho 100 years wbioU liavo clasped since 
his imperial majesty worried himself 
and mother earth witu that plow. This 
venerable plow rvas composed of the 
root of a tree, with the stem for a beam, 
resting on an axlo with wheels under 
noatli it of about two an ) a half Icct in 
clininclcr ; the handles wore eecnred to 
iliB kr.ea by holes bored into it, into 
which the handles were secared; tho 
share was a piece of iron about nine 
inches long secured to tho paint by the 
kneo, and thou a strip ot board about 
six iuchcs wide was secured near tbo 
share. 
This last contrivance was de­ 
signed t ) answer the pnrpo.se of amold- 
board. Tho old English plows, though 
iniioh in advance of tiiis Austrian one, 
wove very awltivard aud weighty affairs, 
.such an now would not bo accepted ns a 
gift by farmeiH iu aiiv civilized coun­ 
try.
